\vay of comment let us quote Professor Eiusloin. who said 
recently in the course of an interview in Philadelphia: “Govern¬ 
ment under such crazy people cannot last.” 

The authorities in Stuttgart are trying to innkc it last by 
tightening the screw. The Government ot WQrtteniburg recently 
issued a “last warning to incorrigible^enemies of the State,” 
announcing that* “ lied (Socialist), Blue (Monarchist) and Bltidk 
(Clerical) germs of infection \\.ll have to be removed' from the 
healthy German body by surgicui operation if the present hospital 
treatment does not prove successful within a short time.” Not 
content with this otitburst, the Political Police,who inspired the 
warnin'?, extend it to “ political would-be big Inus, frustrated club 
chairmen,” ami, in u tinal flight Of metaphor, to “the eel-sinooth 
men of darkness,” who may be assumed to be the Jews. The policy 
pursued hitherto, it is explained, haa been one of winning over 
hearts and of refraining front unnecessary harsh ness. In most cases 
this kindness has becui successful, but tiic“ little groups of peni¬ 
tents” must now understand th.at the indulgence hitherto shown 
- will come to an end if it is mistuktm for weakness. 

““ -Aryai»ising;-Everything— --— 

Dr. Schmitt, Keich Minister of Economics, perhaps shares Prof. 
Einstein's view, for his plans are still being set awry by this 
Stuttgart mentality. A short %vhile ago Dr. Ley issued an appeal 
in connection with the huge colonisation project which the Govern¬ 
ment has announced for colonising the Gerinmi-Belgian frontier in 
the Aachen district, in which he makes it clear that the Jews have 
no chance of realising .their hope of adjusting themselves to the 
new conditions by becoming h)>»d,,worker8. “The principle of the 
soil must be combined with the racuJtTHiiuciple,” he says, “ and the 
life of the German nation depends on how far it will be able to 
co-ordinate these two principles, eliminating the Jews from all 
work on the land.” 

“The Aryan principle will be fully applied also in the leadership 
o| German economic life,” Baron Fritz, von Schroeder, the newly- 
elected President of the nm.’xlgamated Chamber of Commerce of 
Cologne and Bonn, said in addressing the first joint meeting of the 
new Chamber. “Tboi^o who arc of Jewish spirit and Jewish descent 
are not fit to be economic leaders in Gorinany,” ho said. “We 
reject all collaboration with Jews and Jew-descendants, and refuse 
to have them ns leaders in the ocohomic field in just the same way 
as we refuse to have them in other fields of. activity. Economic 
life^ too, must be purely Aryan.” 

The Saxon Ministry of Economics announces: “ I'nsavoury 
non-Aryan elements arc attempting to subvert the idea of expressing 
national unity through the introduction of a ceremonial uniform 
lor~the German Labour Front by supplying—uniforms- of the^ 
prescribed colour and cut in material which is inferior and not 
permissible. All members of the Labour Front and all retailers are 
strictly warned that they must obtain their uniforms only from 
authorised sources.” The new Aryan owners of Luna Park, Berlin, 
which was formerly owned by a Jew and has now been renamed the 
National Park, have dismissed all their Jewish employees. The 
Berlin Municipality have prohibited the Jewish Travelling Food 
Company, the Mtgro, from selling food in the Berlin streets. 

Party and Government at Loggerheads 

On top of this, opposition came from the Nazi Party itself. The 
party still has an Anti-Jewish Boycott Department at the Munich 
Brown House. This department has now sent out instructions to 
all District Commissioners throughout the country forbidding 
members of the National Socialist Party to obey the Government 
order that Jewish business firms are not to be discriminated against. 
Members of the Party who patronise Jewish shops or businesses 
will be regarded as having committed a breach of Party discipline. 

An illustration of the growing differences on this question 
between the Party and the Government is containetb in a report 
from Essen, where three Jewish cattle-dealers who took up their 
pitch in the market place occasioned a clash between the local 
representatives of the two edhtending authorities. The District 

^arty leader ordered the Jews to leave the market. The official 

representative of the Ministry of Economics, bimselit a member of 
the Party, arrived and ordered the Jewish traders to remain, and 
" he told the tv Tead erThatlie mnsriibt molest Jewfsh ‘tradersLlKl 
he did, hiis action would be considered a violation of the Govern¬ 
ment’s order admitting Jews to public markets. When the. Far^ 
leader refused to obey the official, police were' called in to protect 

the Jewish traders. Uniformed Nazis in their turn surrounded the 
police co^on, with ibe result that no one dared to deal with the 
Jews. Similar minor clashes between party leaders and GbverB* 
meat officials over the treatment of Jews, are also reported froin 
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districts;'^: Preparations are in haiid for the Leipzig Fjur 
whiCh opens onMarcU ;4th, and pwWieity has already been igsutM 
welcoming Jews from abroad to visit the Fair. 

• Even Dr. Schmitt’s owu Vice-Minister, Gottfried Fedn is 
opposing the policy of toleration. Writing in the Voi^kisi hkr 
Beobachtko on tbo anniversary, he demanded the Aryatrisatiou ef 
German commerce and a more revolutionary policy in- econoititos. 
He insisted' that the Nattoual Socialist programme with all its 
twenty-flve pacagrapbs shoultl be carried out in full, and that p^ «;ry• 
thing non-German should be eliminated from the economic lif- of 
the conutry. “It is not'for nothing that Uirec-an^a-hnlf mil!iou 
members of the Nationalist Socinlist Party accepted the twenty livi* 
points of the programme which Hitler signed with his own nann'.” 
he wrote. “It is not for nothing that millions of National Socialists 
- see in the complete fulfilment of our programme the cousummu iou 
of Germany’s revolution against everything not German.”, 

The next day. Dr. Goebbels came out in support of Herr F« ici-. 
“Hitler does not approve the liberal policy in economic life, he 
said, speaking in the Sports Palace, the largest Berlin public hni ut 
a great gathering of thousands of National Socialists, held to 
celebrate tbe anniversary. “ When we speak of the atabilit . ot 
economic life it does not mean,” he declared, “that there will no 
changes in this regard. What we do not want is that ilu* 
changes should be imposed by the street. But the Governm ’iit 
~ x*orta mty—intends—to—introduce—such—cliangeSf—- and -- it — is- -• 
important for you to know that tbe changes will be null. :il. 
When we look back over Hitler's year as Chancellor, the n; .>t 
striking thing we see is the change in the formation of piiMif 
opinion. A year ago German public opinion was created by J( v\s. 
Berlin had censed to l>e a German city. Jews owned and wi.-io 
the newspapers, and Jewish b<x>ks were the only books one ct^nUi 
read, unless one wanted to be denounced as"'uneducated. Ji"a>; 
owned the theatre's and cinemas and concert-halls and decided 
sort of culture Germans should have.- We do not regret the loss (pf 
such a culture.

Upper Silesian Boycott Admitted 

In its zeal the Voelkischkr Bf.ob.\chteb has made a gi:ivf 
admission. It claimed on Saturday that the anti-Jewish bo>( »pU 
movement with the slogan “Gormans buy only from Germans” 
been revived in German Upper Silesia, where such discrimiD.'itir>ii 
is illegal. Brown Bazaars, from which Jews are excluded, 
been organised in many Silesian cities, it states, in conjunction 
with the local commercial and artisan organisations, to demon strut o 
to the local public that it is the duty of every German to patronise 
only Germans. _Such baz.aars are to be held a t Rati bor. from 2 Htl> 
February to 4th March, nt Oppeln, from 29th April to 6th May, and 
elsewhere. • 

Though the legality or otherwise of an act seems to be not even 
of academic interest to the authorities in Germany to-day, there uro 
again this week a few Court decisions that are worth noticing. It 
may be remembered that many months ago the Jewish owner of a. 
Breslau firm sold it to an Aryan as a result of the boycolt. 
The new owner, a Nazi, took over tbe twenty-odd Jewish employc(‘>. 
Last autumn, shirts of a Communist organisation were discovotcU 
in a drawer, and scrawled attacks on Hitler in the lavatories. Tim 
owner thereupon dismissed tbe Jewish employees without notice 
The Breslau Labour Court found in the latters’ favour, and tlm 
Supreme State Labour Court at Breslau has now confirmed it> 
decision.. Membership of the Jewish race, the Court declared, 
cannot alone constitute grounds for dismissal without notice. TN'bcn 
the present owner took over tbe business, he knew that a lai^*- 
mtmber of the employees were Jews, and he did not give them 
notice, but continued to employ them for months. He could not now 
contend that the presence of Jews harmed his business. Tbe 
discovery of the shirts and the inscriptions, likewise, was no 
, ground for dismissal without notice, as it was not proved that tbp- 
Jewish employees were responsible. 

The Supreme Federal lihbour Court intends to publish a final 
-authorItative dedsron on tbe~qi[reBtion ot di8mi6ging~Jew8 witho 
notice from private employment simply because they are Jews. In 
agreement with tbe declarations mode by the Federal Minister of 
the- Interior, -Drr- Fric k, and t hi r in s im cttoi t s- o t the- .

viewpoint: “ There,is no general principle-in the field of economic 
life which makes it possible, under the altered conditions in tUc 
National State inre^kd to the Jews, to dismiss forthwith 

employee ot non-Aryan origii^withont notice. That can be done 
only in special-circumstanees which make the continned 'emplov- 
ment ot a particular non-Aryan employee impossible, and the special 
circumstances &at apply in each individual case must be takea into 
account in each instance.”
